Iliiam l\ Hunt, of (Jray, Me., 
proposed a union of the Iwfi offices 
of secr<>tary aixl treasurer iiito one 
to save expense. Howard II. May- 
b(*rry opposed the idea, on the 
ground I hat llii^re would be too few 
votes left, in tihe board of olTlcers of 
the Mission. Fred .1. I'^lymi said 
he could not aeeept l»olli ollices if 
they were tendered to him. The 
motion failed to pass. 

Howard H. Maybeiry fav(neil the 
holding of Mission nieelin^s in the 
last week of September, as the sn- 
(•iely was usually indebted to tli«> 
eomtesy of church aiithoriticH for 
the free use of halls, vestry rooms, 
etc., and the parlors, and ehureh 
Iruslec^s are aw;iy on their \acatioiis 
diirini; the Hummer and cannot be 
reached. 

(ico. r. Sawyer, of Boston, siir- 
^ested the objection that e.M'iirsions 
wen^ over in Septembei and the 
seheduh' of boats and trains 
ehangiMl. 

Mrs. C. A. Hrown, of Helfast, <lid 
not apjirovo of a (^hanj;;!' from Au- 
gust to Sept.enilior. The motion w.as 
finally d(>l<;at('<l. 

Tli(> election of otiicers for the 
eiiHuin>{ year liroujrlit the following 
roHiilt : l'ieHid«'iil, A. L. ('arlisl(> ; 
Secretary, (Jeo. W. WakiWield ; 
Treasurer, Fred I. Flyim. These 
are all re-ele(Mions and were all by 
acclamation, the faithful services 
of the ollifM'rs IxtiiiK appreciated. 

ISatli was voted upon as the me<>t- 
iii(j; |»la<'e of the Mi.ssioii for next 
year, but a re(Minsi<leration in favor 
of IJriiiiswick is now prob;il>l(», as 
better aecdmniod.ations, to say no- 
tilling of hotels, cinild b(> obtained 
there. 

Will. K. While, presiileiit of the 
(Traniie State |)«>af-Mute Mi.ssioii,

Maine Mission. 

Salunlay evening. Prof. Clarke 
delivered a lecture on " Dreyfus," 
in sit;ns, to a. larye and iiiteii>Hted 
au<lieiu;e. He took the moral side 
of it ill a very vi^roroiis manner, 
and as tli(> many nods of approval 
hIiowimI, he had Ihe sym|»athy of his 
silent aiiditiM's with him. Iliimor- 
oiis story-telling in a lanKiia;ie un- 
known to tilii> r(*sl of the world but 
perreclly discernible to those silent 
people, was a feature of the even- 
ing's tiiiteitainmeiit alter Prof.

If the aim ot life lie to live well, 
it ^ll'lulll be eipi illy I he pnrpnse of 
an as'ociation of our kind, not in 
the sense of self eniiclinient, but 
rat III r in advancing lie Interesis 
Mild promoting the welfare of 
I lie particular idass of peojile 
I'm whose benefit it was or;,' iiiized. 
'I'he success of our society is 
ineaHiireo by the good it is 
able to do. By sliowiiig the pro- 
fier spirit in the coinlnct of its 
.'iffriirs even so small a bmly as ours 
can acconqilish more Mian might at 
first thonglit be cxpetMed of it. It 
is not numbers, but work, that 
connli< in all organi7.ed offorts. 

The work that is pr<i|>er to our 
Society is of a diverse nature, lu 
may consist in a frfte interelrange of 
opinions upon all questions afTer-i- 
ing the prosperity and happiness of 
the members and their fellowninn, 
thus giving them knowledge of a 
lielpfiii kind ; in seeking and dis- 
covering new opiHirlnnil ies for ad- 
vancement ; in protecting their in- 
teresfs as far as possible ; in cor- 
re<'ting erroneous impressioiis re- 
garding them as a class, and in en- 
deavoring genetally to itnfirove 
their con ditirm in ;ill ways jsissible. 
The \Vork (.o be done often seems 
iinpossilile of accomplislnnent. But 
w hat vve at first regard as impossi- 
bilities, !»>• persistence and patience, 
may be ma<le an accomplished fai-t. 
The great battles of our country 
are those which were hardesf fought. 
.So, too, the work of an aKs<^HMation 
thai most redounds to its credil is 
that a<diieved b,> the most (lains- 
laking efforts. 

Now, the title of our Society is 
sidf-explanatoiy. It fells one at a 
glance what i\» object is. It must 
also convey the idea I hat (he object 
is most laudalde. As educated, 
s«df -support ing aii'l law abiding 
citi/.e!is we can render our .Slate no 
grealer aid or show her no better 
lo\alty, than to ••vince a profter 
interest in her affairs and pi-oplc, 
especially those who are aHlicleil 
like ourselves. It is estimated 
thai there are about 4,(100 deaf 
people in Pennsylvania. We 
desire here to give the state credit 
for liberally providing for their 
education, appropriating t.'iOO,(>oO 
for the purpose every tw<» years. 
While tfiis sum may not be suf- 
ficient, it cerlaiiily merits an ex- 
pression «d deep gralilnde on our 
par) . 

W^hatevei iii:i\ be the 

needs of these people, the Pennsyl- 
vania .Society for the Advancement 
of the Deaf is Jealous to provide 
them as far as lies in its po^«el. It 
is no little task, however. 

With the foie;.'.iiiiu' iiii rodnctory 
remarks, intended to sjjow our new- 
acquaintances in this beautiful and 
thriving city of York thai we have 
not come here as an aimless body 
of men and women, as well aa to 
remind the ineiiiberM of the aims 
and possibilities' of tlie Sociely, f 
desire now lo speak more esjiecially 
of our oi)|)ortuniti('S, 

Let me remind you first that we 
live in a very progre«tsive age — one 
that will always be remembered ioi 
its long strides of progress Think 
itf the great changes that have 
been effected by human aLMMicy, 
not within a century, but in the 
short space of the last decade, and 
you will awaken to tJiis fact um 
never liefore. Dih^h it not strike 
you aM being the grealesi money- 
making agi- since the woild began '< 
At any rate, the o|i|N>rtunities wt-rt' 
never so many. 

While fiondering over these 
things, our thoughts revert to the 
.Society, and we ask "what have 
been its opjHirtnnifies In the same 
jMfriiMj, and what of lis prewnt and 
its future 'i* " 

We have but to refer to you to 
the rwords of the Hw;iety In show 
you the man3' excellent op|iortuni- 
ties it has lia4l in the pavi. But 
thew records will also prove lliat a 



good many have never been taken 
adviintuge of. 

Many valuable suggest ions and 
meritoi-ioiis resolutions, thai had in 
view the ailvancement of our class, 
have served merely to embellish 
the Minutes. Doubtless, a number 
of them ciiidd yet bo utilized to ad- 
vantage 

One leason for this state of things 
may be ihat we are loo pione <o 
look for I lig opportunities am! I here- 
by lose sight of the smaller ones. 
This appears to 'lea common fault 
with all classes ol people, and the 
deaf II re no except ion. 

Another reasmi, which strikes m(< 
as an idle oiic, nut to say ridicu- 
lous, is I he ad t<io (^oninion cry of 
" No MoNKV." I hold that "this 
cry is raised too .soon. That money 
is an important factor in most 
things is adinitU'd. But it is also 
Irne that money is the result of 
work, and it may not hinder our 
oppiiilniiities so mneli if the work 
is siiniciently diligent and well- 
directed. 

Now, if either or both of the 
above reasons are at faiill,- I must 
conclude tli.it tin* Sociely lacks in 
enough wiirkeis- It plans work, 
but, by failing to commit it lo pro- 
per hands, the work remains iin 
developed. 

If we .lie no! mistaken, the prac 
tice lii'ielofore has been to leave 
nearly all work outlined by papers 
and resolulions to the JJoard i/l 
Managers, whose members are 
ftcatleieil over the .Slate, with the 
result tliit little, if anything, is 
done. Bill I do not blame the 
Board foi- il. It is a mistake I 
I'xpci'l one body or committee to 
perfoi III all the work wliiidi tln^ ho- 
idcly'ontlines There ought lo Immi 
larger division ol labor. I suggest 
more sl;iiiding eomniitteiis Let lis 
have a (!oiiimiliee on Ways and 
Mi-ans, or sunie sort of working 
(iommiltee for various kinds of 
work, a Coiiimittee on Soliciting 
Conlribiitions for the Home l<'iin<l, 
and a (.'ommittee on Statistics anil 
Labor Conditions of the Deaf. 
The addition of so much work ing 
force to the machinery of the so- 
ciety slionlil tend to greatly in- 
crease its iiMefiiliiesH. 

Kacli Conimitlce would have im- 
portant worl; to perform, and while 
lliey might not be able lo do every 
thing, mindi could be accomplished 
whii'h otiiervvis ' would be left un- 
done, lici^aiise of a liu:k of sindi 
assign meiil. Might not these <'oni- 
mitlees open ii() new opport unit ii!s 
foi the .S'icioly. ('ertainly, their 
experience, if reported to the 
Sociely as should be expected, 
would prove of great value lo it. 

Of all the aims of our Society 
Hint of til" proposed establislinieni 
of a liome for the blind, agtsl and 
iiifirin deaf of Penn.sylvaniar stands 
out iioHt proniliieitl.ly . Alllioiigh 
ill has formed the prinr^ipal siibjeid 
for di.sciissioii at most of our past 
ineelings, coiiip irati vely little is 
done for il after idjonrnmeiil. 

The iinniislakeable ardor inaiii 
fesfed for the project at oiir meet 
ings is iillow-ed to wane after the 
memliciH have disjieiwd lo llieir 
homes. F'.spei'ially (rue has this 
been of late, I regret lo adniil. 
Tlie best consolation that we have 
is that the cause of il is not in- 
sincerity in the matter. We can 
only altribiite the inactivity, to the 
absence of a central working Com- 
mittee. True, some iifforts have 
been made to found local branches 
of Ihe Society indifferent parls of 
the Slate, hoping lher«diy to pro- 
niol<- the Home project ; but they, 
howevei- (•ariiesl, have been only 
()arlially successful. 

It has been asserted time and 
time again that the home should be 
made a fact at once and thus form 
(he nucleus for a larger establish 
meiit by and by. 

Be I his good or bad, it is evident 
that something must be dont; and 
that I igiil soon. Is it wise to dis- 
card a liille oppurtunity and wait 
for a bigui-r one, knowing how long 
the waitiiqr will be ? 

We want * 10,000, and ijt Ihe 
present rare, may have to wait an 
otiier nineteen veais. Will you 'i 
Do not most bit' ci.mccimw have 
small beginnings ':' 

Do yon reini'iiilMii i.iiHi inii dear 
AhiKi ^f(ll<'l• -'V\\{' Pennsylvania 
Instilulion foi the Deaf and Diinib, 
now one of the largest and linesl 
inslilutloiiH of the kind in the 
woild, had its origin in (he home of 
a Hebrew dealer in crockery, in 
Pliiladelphia? From eleven piipil!- 
al the hI.iiI, the school has grown 
until iifiw it takes in about five 
hiindreil pupils yearly, and its pro 
IMTty is valued al a million dollars! 
Did David (L Seixas, whose 
warm heart oiiginatiKl (he school, 
realize that his tittle efforts would 
lead to so great results? So let u.s 
not sliiin a small liegnning. Lei 
faifh piedominale and there will 
be lidle <a'i-asion for fear, 

.Some of our well-meaning friemlF 
deidare that (here is no imniediad- 
need for the Homo, yet they favor 
its future esiablishnient. How can 
they Udl dial the home will be more 
needed in the future than now '/- 
ILne \W! been woiking to no jnir- 
posi' for HO many years '{ Frankly, 
I do not comjiieliond the flcchira- 
ti'in. At ofle time Pliiladelphia 
alone had eleven blind ileaf-miiles, 
without counting the aged and iii- 
tirm. 

It was out of sympathy for these 
Miat the late \U^\ . Henry W Syle, 
himself deaf, originaled a Benevo- 



leiil Fund, out of wliich sprang the 
Home projeiM. 

As sliowiiig the need of a Home, 
let me give >(iii Ihis one c!lK(^ Only 
last Sunday (August '^Olli) Ihe Coii- 
gregatiou of All Souls' Cliiii-eh for 
the Deaf, in Pliila.del]ihia, was 
called upon to assist an aged deaf 
mute, who two days before had (he 
iiiisfort line to have his lioiisidiold 
cfTecls .seized for rent by a jmiiisIii- 
Ide. He is OK ycjirs old, out of 
work and finds it dillicult to obtain 
any ; and besides a lar^ie family, he 
has been keeping his step-niother, 
who is HI years old, also deaf, and 
almoHl eomplelidy helpless. 

Such cases of distress seem tfi ap- 
]>eal more strongly for the early 
establishment of th(> Home than 
any iirgiiment that 1 can advoca(e. 
Why shmild no( wi^ provide for 
our own generation and lei future 
ones do the same for theirs 'i lentil 
the experiment is well made, Ihe 
need of .*l Home will not be ade- 
quately apprei'ialed. 

Now a few words about (he 
Socit'ly Nfii's, (.he former organ of 
this Society, whose iniblicat ion w.as 
suspended for want of support. It 
has been attempted to revive il, 
but withoiiti siU'cess. 

1 would suggest, that (he Soci<dy 
aii(hori/.e Mi. R. M. /eigler, former 
editor, (o arr.inge wi(li (he A//. 
Airij Woi-kl, of Philadelphia, to 
maintain a column or two of "So 
ciety News" in that paper. lis 
aim would be, as formerly, " to 
keep the members posted on all 
matters ndaling to the intenvsis o 
Society, to give information In 
others who may be interested in 
the ILmie project or the welfare of 
the .Society, and (o arousit interest 
among Ihe deaf of Pennsylvania." 

A liberal concession might bi 
obtained in letiirii for which tin 
.Society would assist the papin- as 
miieh lis piiMsible in the way of pro- 
ciiring siiliscribers and otherwise. 

I shall speak of one more op- 
pordiiiily. 1 have often wondered 
why no attempt has yet bisMi made 
to make an industrial exliibilion a 
f«fatiiri:iir our Conventions. If such 
exhibilions are worthy for any class 
of people, I hey ai-(i certainly so for 
the deaf. 

Their pin pose would be lo show 
that deafness is not siudi a barrier 
lo siK-cess as many hearing people 
lake it to be. 

There seems to be no better way 
(o convince business men of the in- 
dustrial (^ap.-ibilif ies of Ihe deaf, 

Vears ago 1 desired (o enter a 
night s<diool in drawing. A teiich- 
er in drawing accompanied uic to 
recommend my admittance. But, 
not until I had come again to sliow 
sainples of my work, was I taken 
ill. I'lisiness men seem lo dis- 
trust the .ibility of Ihe deaf merely 
on a(^(;oiint of theii deafness. 

I believe Ihat siich an exliibilion 
could be airangeil. It would take 
consiilerable work and time, of 
course. The work should be cu- 
ll listed to a Committee, whiidi 
would solicit the loan of articles for 
(uhibilioii. Many arlicles might 
be donated to the Socie(_\- for per- 
inant' exhibition. They 'could be 
kepi in the Home of the .Sociely 
when established. 

Here is a good oppoiltinity for 
the Sociely. It is exactly in line 
with its o'ojei-l - the ad vaiKMMnenl 
of the deaf. 

' The National Association of the 
Deaf, at its recent meeting at. S(. 
Paul, Minn., gave an exliibilion of 
(his kind, which w-as said to have 
been qiiile <!redi(able. Lei us 
follow its example. 

Let our mo(to always be 
"Onward and iipwaril ' 



The following is by Mr. Brewst«>r 
R. Allaboiigh, a teacher in (he 
Western Pennsylvania Ins(i(.ulion, 
and (he 'I'reasiirei of the .Socdety : 
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Mr. J'ri^mdcnl, Ijnilif^s and (ii^ii- 
tJfnifn : — On August .t I stand Sep- 
tember 1st and 2d last year, I had 
the piivilege of atlendihg (ho tenth 
triennial meeling of the Ohio Deaf- 
Mute Alumni Association, held a( 
Columbus. The (trowning feature 
of this meeting was tim formal de- 
dication of the Ohio Home for the 
Ageil and Inilrm Deaf. As I told 
you a( (he .Scrandm convention, 
my purpose in going there was 
ehielly to sdidy (he Home and i(s 
iiiaiiageineid. In this I was not 
disap|ioind>d ; on the contrary, I 
learned much Iliat I could not have 
ac<|uired in any other way. The 
beauty, neatness and home-like 
comfort of Ihe Home won my aiL 
iiiiradon. Oreal enl Inisiasm pre- 
vailixl every wlieie. I was ro_\)illy 
treafed by (he Ohioaiis, and before 
I left ('olnmbus I had been tilled 
with inspiration and returned lo 
Pittsburg, determined to bring Ihe 
Hiibjecl before you hero. 

Let nie give you a brief history 
of (.lii< Home. LeI us not despise 
the HUny of nalions or individuals 
as an olU alm.anac or an idle fable ; 
but let us refer to it as our guide 
in the affniis of men. We prolil 
ly others' experience. As Poly 
bins says, " Hislory iiffers the 
highest education, and that alone, 
withouf injury, lemdies us from 
every Hoason and circninstanou to 
be true judges of what is best." 

In August, |Mie.i, the Ohio As- 
socialioii resolved lo build a Home 
for the Aged anil Infirm Deaf of 



Ihe Stale, and to coaBO (alk and be- 
gin work at once. So a subscrip- 
tion was started among the mem- 
bers, and nearly *,'{,000 was sub- 
scribed in an hour ot less. What 
a beautiful and generous spirit 1 
They suppowod Ihat * 1 0,000 or 
111 .^1,000 would be necessaiy to pnr- 
cliase groiinilH and erect a bnilding, 
and Ihati it would ie<|nire several 
years to raisin the necessary amount. 
But Fortune favored them. Two 
years later, certain propeiiy ut 
(ientral College, about thirteen 
miles north of (!oliimbiis, was en- 
tangled in a net of debts and had 
lo be offered for sale to meet press- 
ing obligations. It consisled of 
til'leen acres of land and two build- 
ings, one of which was an old col- 
lege building. Through the time- 
ly advice of the llev. VV. S. Kagle- 
son, then Snpeiinlendenl of the 
Ohio SidinoH'or thi' Deaf, the As- 
siici.-ifion piii'i'liiiseil this propertiV 
at a (uist of i||ili,:tOO, and al its next' 
nieedngin IS!).5 il was able to an- 
nounce thai: (here was not a single 
penny of debt upon it. Shortly 
after this meeling, a trad of fif(oen 
aei-i's, w illi a ('ottagi! and a stable, 
was .-idded at an outlay of ililOOO, 
tiliiis seciiiing for the Ibmie a farm 
of thirty acres ai a cost of l|H4,:{00. 

The Home was opened for Ihe 
reception of inmates on the PJtIi of 
Decembei, IHIKI, and dirmally de- 
dicated on .Se|ilemlier Isl, ISIIK. I 
Ii.'mI the good fortune to witness the 
interest ing dedicatory exercises. 
The Home iisell was a revelation 
to me The Columbus Ladies' Aid 
Society had furnished live naims ; 
the Cleveland ladies had furnished 
one room and carpeted the halls ; 
the l)a,\tuii ladies had fiirnisheil 
oiu* ronm ; thi> Misses Ifessenbeck 
(live sisters), of Cincinnali, one 
ri'om ; Mild IheClionian Society of 
Hie Sidiool, one. At that lime 
there were three or four rooms un- 
furnished, but I understand that 
they iiave sini'e been furnished. 

The (fxpen.litures from August 
;il, ISd.'i, to August .'il, lKi»8, 
anioniUcd to ♦.•(,OKO.;tr>, imt iiiidnd- 
iiig the piir(diases of tjie property. 
The snlaries and wages • for (he 
(lirec years amounled (o i|!H;iH.!l7, 
and among the other expenses were 
^Ll for hogs, $:\rt dir a cow, ♦l.'^i d)r 
fire insurance, and tlo:! for new 
furnaces. The ainonni expended 
from August :n, 1H!IH, lo the I .M h 
instant is «l, 101.61. 

The Home is maintained partly 
by the Slate and partly by the deaf 
through eonlribiitioiis, entertain- 
ments and other schemes. Accord- 
to State law, (he county infirmary 
from which a deaf person is (aken 
(o be cared for a( (lie Home, is re- 
quired to pay to the Home the per 
capita cosi were siiidi |ieison ke|i( 
in (he infirnniry. In this way they 
realize from ItilO (o ♦HO on eaidi in- 
mate annually. 1'lie amount 
varies in (he different infirmaries 
of the S(a(e. 

The Alumni Association also 
contributes al each meeting the 
amount charged for board at the 
Institution at ('olumbus during re- 
unions, and also pari of the nieui- 
bersliip d-es or what <he associaliyu 
does not need for its own expenses. 
Then there are pledges made by 
iiieiiibers lo jia.v a certain amount 
yearly for the snpporl of the Home. 
Thus every member is made to feel 
a personal iiitereHt in this instilu- 
(ioii anil share eipially with (he 
" powers thai be " the responsibili- 
ty in i(s manageineid. 

The Home is furnished w-ith sup- 
|dies mainly from its own farm 

At preseid it has six inmates — 
five women (one blind) and one 
man. 

It is inaniiued by :i Board 
feen Managers, nenrly all 
Lei it be said to the credil 
Oliioans thai il enjoys the 
distiiKdion of being the only Home 
of the kind in tlie world lo-day 
that is owned and controlletl by an 
association of the deaf (heiuselves — 
Tiih; OHIO Dkak-Muth: Alumni 

Ah8(H!IATION. 

The work still goes on. The 
jirapers of hundreds ascend to (hid; 
conlribntions of various kinds and 
degrees conlinne ; (ho deaf of Ohio 
and their Irieuds who have been 
tou(di««l by (he contagion, devote 
their time and labiu' to th«t noble 
cause. (Obligations are assumed 
and promiitly met. The blessing 
of Ood rests upon the labor. The 
Home stands forth in its grand 
tealily, a living (esHmony to Iho 
efforts of those who fearlessly put 
their shoulders under the weight of 
responsibility, and a lasting monu- 
niiMit that tells of the Ohio Deaf- 
Mule Alumni Association under 
whoso sheltering pinions it exists. 
In the hearts of the grateful 
helpless will ever be enshrined the 
names of Patterson, Mct^regor, 
Oreeiier, Schory, Zorn, Charles, 
Mann, Sawhill, Showalter, Mc- 
Oinness, Fagleson, .lones, Talbot, 
llarlnetl, l<'easley, l<'essenbeck 
and olhers. How proudly and 
gladly, and above all, thankfully, 
they look upon the result of (heir 
earnest effort I What greater proof 
can we have of (he possibiliti<<N (hat 
lie wilhin our power'/ What great- 
er volumes could be wriKen of (he 
advantages and powerful influence 
of snidi an institidion ? It stands 
as a silent but constant reminder 
to the rising generation that " the 
days are divine ; (hey «"ome and go 
like niiiniiMl and veiled figures sent 
from a distani friendly party ; but 
they say nothing, and if we do not 
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tako llie KiftR they brinR, they car- 
ry lliom !iH silently away." 

Now what Ihti Oliioaiis liave 
(l()ii« w») «an do. Why not ? In 
IH8H-0, (iiii own IIoiiu^ |irnj(^ct was 
('()n,''i<l('r('(l as a <lr»'ain. Yet, witli- 
ont. r((Honr(MW, ^^x(loplin^; K'«'i*' con- 
fi<h>nf(' in <h(^ pni piiMMinil ac^apaci- 
t,y for nuM'tinfj ohstachis and ro- 
liulTs without diM(!oniaK«ni»int, the 
f(»w wlio c'on(M(iv<^<l th(< idea woi'kcd 
with ininht and vim, and i,\w lirst 
two yuarH th<^ Huni of ♦2,.^)()() had 
Iteen raiwMl. SiiUM^ Ihmi, $l,,')(l<) 
mom liaH been athlod.

Wo nniHt X" 
on and work. 'I'luire liaH lt(!cii loo 
nincli talk already, perhaps loo 
nnii'li e.\lravai,'ant talk li(*foro tlii" 
piililir;. It ih time to eaii a hall 
an<l K<itf down to licd-rock. 

At the Krie (invention in IK'.)?, 
our honored I'reMident said : " Let 
us make ail t\ui nifise wec^aii." To 
what has all this noise amounted? 
Previous ui this convent iiMi, $;!,7(M) 
hiid IxHsn raisi^d, hut sin<'(> then 
barely iJCtOO has been adde<i, mainly 
from nieinliersliip fees and inten^st. 

The whoh^ alTair seems to have 
eome to a standstill. The <|ueiy 
often arises : What has become 
of the Ihnne Kund ? In certain 
((uartei's impatieiu^e is e.\press<>d at 
the slow propjress in I'aisiuK it, and 
also tlu^re is anxiety as to its where- 
abouts. Indee<l, the jtroj^ress has 
been very slow in the last few 
years. 

Where does the fault lie ? With 
the Trustees who "shall have ox- 
elusive control of tlie IlonieV" 
(Jod foil)id ! They are all gentle-- 
men of intellif;ren<'e, integrity and 
energy, intei'ested in the work eom- 
mite<l ti» their ehaifre. Tli«y are in 
|)('rfe('t sympathy with our project, 
and as anxious as wt^ are to niak<« it 
a reality as soon as possible. Wo 
liMvi* full contiden(!e in their .Ju<1k- 
uu'iit anil sincerity. 

The (lucstiion arises again : 
When* does the fault lie? Not 
with the men, but with (he system. 
It is a conilition, and not a th(M>ry, 
that (!on fronts us. One remedy 
lies in amending the charter of this 
Scuriety so that we may have* a 
hinder number of trusiees with 
nuu-e discH'tionary pitwer W<! 
need more W(n'kers who can devote 
niorit individual attention to tlu^ 
work. Nine Tiustees would push 
it along mu(ih faster and lurther 
tiian thveo, as we have now. The 
present Tinstees ought to have 
help. 

Once morel want to impress up- 
on your niiufh tin; urgent necessity 
for a special Home for our unfor- 
tunate aged brethren who happen 
to be helpless. As Dr. (1rout(>r 
says, " it, iimM and icill come." 

We hear a gi'<>at d<'al about the 
horrors of war and the gi-eat loss of 
lif(^ wiiich itr occasions ; of llie ati.\ 
ions hearts and the teai-s of those 
who sent fathers and sons to the 
battlelleld. Our hearts almost 
stand still when we read of the 
greai numbers who have fallen in 
battle. Hut how do (Uir hearts 
Ix'.'it, when we hear of the wrclichtid- 
ly isolated cundition of tlu* deaf 
confined in inlirnuiries or poor- 
houses ! Shall we turn a deaf ear 
to the Macedonian ery, " ('omo out 
and help usV" Can we? What 
I'iiii be don»* V There is but^ one 
thing to do : W(* iiiiij^I build a Home. 

Are we to let the project ilrifl 
until it is taken up by some un- 
for<^scen iiand ? No I Let us take 
hold of it and carry it out by our- 
selves like our brethren in Ohio. 

As we all know, the proposed 
Ibnne would alToi'd our unfortu- 
nate lireMiren the i'omf«)rt and joy 
of a home, an<l fhttre they would 
pass their derdining years in poacie 
and happiness among congenial 
companions. Now, liow can this 
condition of afTairs be bioughl 
alxtui. V The secret of success in 
the elTort to accomplish such a re- 
sult lies wholly with us ourselves. 
And the whoh^ thing hinges upon 
two words— determination an<l ac- 
tion. 

This movement nuiy be regarded 
by the timid as an Herculean task 
to be shunn(Ml rather than under- 
taken.
